To tlio rare driimatic ^'piiiiis of Do- 
Co.siuoR & Co., are tlio public indebt- 
ed for a bi^dilv amusing farce, entitled 
"THE SHA3I DOCK SCIIEIIE." 
It is wot yet voiy clear of Low many 
acts tliia adininiblo farco conaistH,— 
that may possibly depend upon its suo- 
ceaa; but tbat the third act in being- 
played just now we know. Ycistorday 
the "rag" wontup, and tlio"i^buia-;or" 
appeared before the foot-lightH in tlu! 
ohai'aoter of organ-grindor to the Oom- 
pauy. Let us glance at the tune lie 
playedc Beferiing to the corres- 
pjndence published on "Wednesday, 
it is asserted that Mr. Robertson was 
"informed by the Premier that tiie 
subject was duly laid before the Do- 
minion authorities, and tbat the matter 
is still under consideration." This is 
simply untrue, as a reference to the 
published correspondance will prove. 
Nor do we believe that, as a matter of 
fact, the sham sclicmo was subniittod 
to the Dominion Government at all. 
Then wo have a review of the Pre- 
mier's cock-and-bull story about what 
one Minister is reported to have Raid to 
another, and what he is understood to 
Imve i-emarkcd to a third; and then 
comes the prodigious proposition : A 
and B are personally favorable to con- 
structing docks at St. John and 
Quebec, and if the private opinions 
of . A and B jirevail in the Cabinet 
counsels and docks are undertaken at 
these two places, it is understood that 
the Esquimau dock will be undertaken 
likewise. "All things considered," we 
are told, "this puts the question of the 
dry dock in at least a very favorable 
light. "Most people will probably regret 
that tbey cannot see it. To our mind 
it looks remarkably like "putting the 
dry dock" on the shelf for an indeli- 
nite period, where it can be conveniently 
pointed at oooasionally for political pur- 
poses. Next a sort of prudential, saving 
olanse is artfully put in. If there should 
be delay, the local Government will not 
be to blame, but the King of Terrors, 
who snatched away Howe, thereby ne- 
cessitating "changes in the person »ul of 
the Cabinet at Ottawa." This I'.v rich I 
vhat had poor Howe to do with it V Or 
what had death to do with the t "abiuet 
changes? It would doubtless he very 
convenient to shift the blame from the 
shoulders of a echeuiiug, derelict Pre- 
mier to the broader ones of the grim 
manarch who is not in the habit of "split- 
ting" upon his confederates; but this at- 
tempt is altogether too bungling to <lo- 
ceive even the unwary. Then comes a bit 
of hypocritical cant about how keenly 
alive Ministers are to the great impor- 
tance of the dock. A fitting answer to 
this is to be found iu a.xiom," "Actions 
speak louder than words." People will 
prefer to judge Ministers by what they 
do, rather than by what they say. lie- 
sides, if these worelfi are true, fiict.^ lie. 
Next, wo are reuiiudud of the hurry with 
■which Ministers were called upon to take 
oflSce and the uecesHity for time to frame 
tlioir policy and mature their measures, 
in order to show the unreasonableness of 
expecting a dock scheme at their hands 
during the first session. Now, we ask 
what policy did thoy prepare ? "What 
measures mature V They did little more 
than carry out, and that in a very bung- 
ling manner, the policy and measures ready 
made to their humls by their predeces- 
sors; if, perhaps, wo e.xcopt tbe measure 
for increasing the public burden by the 
creation of a useless De])artinent to lio 
presided over by a still more useh'ss 
Minister, and paralyzing the ))Cople'.s 
checking power b_v n dangerous and un- 
warrantable increase of Ministers. ]jut 
they did mature a dock scheme; and so 
very perfect did they regard it that they 
refused to listen to, much loss accept, any 
suggestions from inember.s who, it is now 
seen, understood the subject iulinitoiy 
better than Miuistois— wlio, in truth, 
saw that the Government dock Hohome 
was a mere sham, concocted for selfish 
political purposes by unscrupulous trick- 
sters. The former Ministry, wo ar«j lold, 
"spent anxious days and sleepless nights 
over it (the dock) for months." Well, this 
is"runiniy"! Why, the gravamen ut the 
Opposition was that the furnii'r Mini-try 
gave the matter so little attcntiDii, Jjiit, 
of course, the tablei are turned iniw, ami 
it suits tho purpoao of those in 
power to magnify tbe difficulty by mag- 
nifying tho elForts of their prHdocessors. 
Then tho pul)lic are told that "if they

Jiut,viow thischurmingly 
tiool proposition from another stand-point : 
Tho people's ropreseututives turn out tnui 
Ministry bocauso it didn't <;om(! (]uite up 
to tho niark in doing; and those put in 
ihoir pl;u;o, after being a year oilice 
doing less, toll the people, "Well, ayon 
S£ it sbould turn out that wo have dono,.^nO' 
tiling, tho country will bo in no worse 
po»it£ou than jt w/w in wlion wo took 
oflico," A nico tljoory, certainly, — one 
which cannot fail to prwvc eminently siit- 
isfaotory to tho peopjo, o«u woidd think. 
Bafc,'< enough about aot 111. How much 
. longer is this political builooucA-y going 
to be.toleratea? 



Tho Jlontroal //mi/W of the -llh inst. 
contained the letters written by Sir Hugh 
Allan to Mr. McMuUen ftnd otbor|«AmeBy 
can raihv!?y.j3>»n, and wiiioU ''forniad tue 
basis of the now fatuous, or.t'perhnpS Ai 
wmild bo liioro proper to say infamous, 
Hiuitington charges. These letters oc;cu- 
py about four cohunna in that iiajjor. 
Their publication drew from Sir Hugh 
Allan a sworn sUitement which oooupios 
a little over four columns iii' tho''T6rorito'' 
Mailoi the 5th. Looking at tho publwh- 
olI correspondence, out of which so much 
has grown, wc conie.ss that we do not dis- 
cover anything to justify the charges 
unide against Sir Hugh, much less to im- 
pugn tUe Go.vornmeut. As the Knight of 
Eavenspraig himself admit8,89ino oftheso 
letters wero probably written with less 
care and circnnispcc'tion tliau might have 
been bestowed upon tlicni bad tbey been 
iutendcil for pul)lic:itiun. lint they wcic 
privaii! and contidcntial let t vrs, and who- 
ever was t lie uican.s otiiaving lliriu uiailc 
public must have been guiity of a most 
Uagrant breach of confidence. Taking 
these letters and Sir Hugh's sworn state- 
ment together, it would not appear that 
any more; olijectional nu'ans were r('sort<'d 
to than are common to such matters; nor 
does Sir Hugh seem to have boon any 
more unscrupulous. than most men con- 
duotiug negotiations where conflicting in- 
terests and adverse influences have to be 
harmoniised and reconciled. Tlieae docu- 
ments comprise a history of the Pacilic 
Kailway scheme from th(> point at whiidi 
Sir Hugh found it in the autumn of 1871, 
when he "learned in a conversation with 
Sir Francis Hincks that certain .•Vnici i- 
can capitalists bad pr'>posed to the (iov- 
ernmciit, through Mr. Waddington, to 
organize a company for tho pnr])ose of 
building the Canadian Pacilic Pailway," 
down to the signing of the contract, dur- 
ing tho winter of lyT'J-TIS. It is intei-cst- 
ing to observe the various diilicultics 
which had to be overcinno, and the ijuiet 
and philosophical manner in which they 
wero encountered and finally overcome by 
tho Knight of liavenscraig, and one turns 
from the stn<ly with renewed faith in Sir 
Hu^^h's ability to carry to a successful 
conclusion the huge undertaking. The 
first liilHculty was presented in this form: 
Messrs. Brydges and 5[aci)licrson mr.^t 
havo a considerable hand in tiic rail\va.\-. 
or else they would ofler ])ow;>rful <ii)po:si- 
tion. and Sir Hugh tells his Anu'riitan as- 
sociates that these men must be won over. 

About tiio same time in writing to IMr. 
0. M. Smith, of Chicago, Sir Hugh said, 
"It seems pretty certain that, in addition
